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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An Applicant's Preliminary Amendment filed on July 27, 2007 has been entered. 
Claims 41-47 have been added. Overall, claims 1-47 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

- Group 1, claim(s) 1-7, 17-30, and 41-47, drawn to an electrolytic apparatus for analysis 
and testing with means for temperature or pressure compensation, classified in class 204, 
subclass 408. 

- Group II, claim(s) 8-14 and 31-40, drawn to a process for electrolytic analysis or testing 
for organic compound, classified in class 205, subclass 787. 

- Group 111, claim(s) 15-16, drawn to an apparatus and a method for the treatment or 
handling of exhaust gas from an internal combustion engine having heater, igniter, or fuel supply 
for reactor, classified in class 60, subclass 303. 
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3. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCX Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

- Inventions of Group I and of Group II are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can 
be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). 
In this case, the process as claimed can be practiced by employing a sensor that uses different 
parameters such as viscosity, density, etc, for detecting a concentration value.
